To a man that does not talk much, but sits dowrn and 
thinks, their arguments are unsound, illogical, unfair 
and unjust, and as a proposed remedy to cure some 
evils resulting from the sale of liquor are ineffective, 
radically wrong in prinicple and unjust to the individ­ 
uals conducting saloons. The argument is made by 
some of these unthinking people that by a higher li­ 
cense you will get rid of the improperly conducted sa­ 
loon. That is not tme. The fact is that a high license 
would unquestionably drive out of business a 
large 
number of properly conducted saloons; while the im­ 
properly conducted ones would still be doing a thriv­ 
ing and larger business. 
And the remedy offered by these people to 
cure 
these evils, how unfair to the 
decent saloonkeeper! 
They would punish the innocent man who conducts his 
saloon according to law, as well as the guilty one who 
does not. Is it right that you should punish me be­ 
cause someone else does not comply with the law? The 
suggested remedy is wrong. 
THE ONLY PROPER AND CERTAIN REMEDY 
TO REGULATE SALOONS IS TO HEREAFTER DE­ 
NY THE ISSUANCE OF LICENSES TO INDIVID­ 
UALS WHO DO NOT CONDUCT THEIR PLACES 
PROPERLY. 
Argument is made that the license should be in­ 
creased for the reason that the city wTould obtain more 
revenue from saloons. The object of imposing a li- 
. cense fee is to obtain sufficient revenue to properly 
regulate the saloon business. Any sum above that is a 
tax. The amount of money now- derived by the city 
from saloon licenses more than meets the expense of 
the entire police department and municipal court of the 
city. 
It follows, therefore, that if tho license is increased 
it is tantamount to taxing a vocation and ought not to 
be indulged iii any more than you would place a voca­ 
tional tax on the shoe business, 
the drug 
business, 
clothing business or any other one kind of business. 
We submit, that the voters of La Crosse ought not 
increase the license merely with a view of driving the 
poorer man out of business and substituting 
in 
his 
place a more affluent one. It will not improve the mo­ 
rals of the city, but simply result in an unfair discrim­ 
ination.

Increasing the license to $500.00 would probably mean that some fifty saloons 
would have to go out of business. 
Increasing the license and reducing the number of saloons does not mean that 
the moral conditions would be improved.

ed that it has just the opposite effect. 
Five hundred dollar license would not materially reduce the number of up-town 
places, but would cut out the outlying saloons which are patronized mostly by the 
laboring people and about which there is no complaint.
